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PREFACE 


The  v/riter  has  spent  a  good  many  years  searching  for 
and  acquiring  information  on  the  descendants  of  Stephen  Loomer 
of  Rev;  London,  Connecticut,  who  died  in  1700. 

This  has  necessitated  considerable  correspondence. 
Some  correspondents  have  been  very  helpful  in  sending  names 
and  dates  of  their  families.  To  those  I  want  to  extend  my 
sincere  thanks. 

As  I  acquired  information,  I  added  it  in  my  books, 
expecting  to  rewrite  it  before  it  was  printed.  This  I  did  not 
get  to  do,  so  the  wording  is  not  always  as  I  would  liked  to 
have  had  it,  but  to  make  many  changes  would  involve  still  more 
time . 


I  would  be  glad  to  receive  any  corrections,  or  additions 
from  the  readers.  As  it  is  loose  leaf,  aiiyone  can  make  their 
own  changes,  or  add  more  if  they  wish. 

In  these  volumes,  each  person  is  designated  with  a 
number.  Each  digit  represents  a  generation,  and  the  figure 
represents  the  original  number  of  the  child  in  that  family. 

Thus,  the  figure  1  represents  the  first  American  ancestor,  the 
number  11  represents  the  first  child  of  that  ancestor,  112 
represents  the  second  child  of  the  first  child,  etc. 

There  is  no  index,  as  it  would  take  too  large  a  book, 
and  toe  much  time,  but  as  soon  as  one  becomes  familiar  with 
the  numbering,  the  people  will  be  easily  found.

The  surname  Loomer  is  a  very  rare  one.  Lower  in  his 
ESSAYS  Oh  ENGLISH  SURNAMES  (Vol.  1,  p.  109)  states  that 
Lomer  is  the  Anglo-Saxon  for  a  maker  of  "lomes  ,  or  tubs. 
That  is  the  only  derivation  of  the  name  I  have  been  able 
to  find  assuming  that  the  names  Lomer  and  Loomer  are  the 
same.  Some  genealogists  have  stared  that  the  name  is  a 
variation  of  the  surname  Loomis,  but  1  find  nothing  to 
substantiate  the  claim.  In  America  those  surnames  have 
been  entirely  separate.  Savage  in  his  Gill  n  A  LOGY  Or  NEW 
England  (Vol.  3,  p.  Ill)  mentions  Stephen  Looman,  or 
Loomer,  of  New  London,  1687,  who  died  in  1701  ana  wnose 
widow  married  Caleb  Abell  of  Norwich  $  ana  Holmes  xn 
his  DIRECTORY  OF  ANCESTRAL  HEADS  OF  NEW  ENGLAND,  at  page 
193,  lists  Stephen  Looman,  or  Lomer,  as  living  at  New 
London,  Conn,  in  1687 .  Both  of  these  writers  refer  un¬ 
questionably  to  Stephen  Loomer  oi  New  London,  Conn,  .l 
is  probable  that  he" was  the  ancestor  of  all  the  Loomer s 
in  America.  However,  there  is  the  question  as  to  who  was 
the  father  of  Reuben' B.  Loomer  who  married  Lois  Abell, 
Jan.  29,  1735,  as  shown  by  the  records  of  the  New  Concord 
church  of  Bozrah,  Norwich,  Conn,  and  who  was  Lois  Loomer 


who  married  Benjamin  Avery,  April  21,  1736,  as  shown  by 
the  same  records.  Of  course,  Lois  Loomer  could  Have  been 
the  Lois  Abell  who  married  Reuben  B.  Loomer,  that  he 
died  and  she  afterwards  married  Mr.  Avery.  And  there 
is  the  possibility  that  Reuben  B.  Loomer  was  a  son  of  John 
Loomer  (who  was  thought  to  have  died  at  sea),  the  eldest 
son  of  Stephen  Loomer,  but  the  records  are  against  such 

conclusion.

FIRST  GENERATION 
1.  Stephen  Loonier 


Stephen  Looker  is  the  first  person. of  that  surname  appearing 
In  the  Colonial  records.  He  was  a  resident  ol  New  London,  Conn, 
in  1687.  He  was,  no  doubt,  an  Englishman  but  from  what  part  of 
England  he  came,  when  he  arrived  in  New  England,  and  who  were  his 
parents  are  unknown  to  the  writer.  He  married  Mary  Miller,  ® 
daughter  of  George  Miller  of  Groton,  Conn.,  just  across  the  Xhames 

River  to  the  east. 

Mr.  Miller  was  a  resident  of  Groton  as  early  as  1679? 
possibly  earlier,  and  died  there  in  1690.  Stephen  Loomer  was 
the  administrator  of  his  estate,  and  °n  Nov.  1690,  fil.d  a 

inventory.  The  Court  entered  an  order  distributing  the  estate ,- 
one  fourth  to  each  of  decedent's  three  daughters,  Mary  Loomer, 

Sarah,  the  second  wife  of  John  Packer,  2nd,  and  Priscilla,  wife 
of  James  Huntington,  and  one  eighth  to  the  son  a  no  one  sign 
to  the  daughter  of  Edward  Stallion. whose  deceased  second  wife 
Elisabeth,  was  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Miller. 

On  July  21,  1692  Stephen  Loonier  sold  the  house  and  lands  at 
New  London  which  he  had  purchased  of  David  Carpenter,  to  V illiam 
Horsy  of  that  place. 

Stephen  Loomer  died  at  New  London  in  1700,  leaving  his  widow, 
Mary,  and  five  minor  children.  The  widow  was  the  administratrix 
of  his  estate.  In  June,  1713  she  and  her  then  husband,  Caleb 
Abell,  "appeared  at  Court  and  declared  that  they  have  no  account 
of  charge  to  give  in  against  said  estate,  and  pray  that, 
distribution  may  be  made  thereof".  They  also  declared  that. 

John,  eldest  son  of  said  Loonier,  hath  been  gone  go  sea  about 
eleven  years,  and  not  heard  of,  and  that  therefore  they  belie\e 
he  is  dead".  The  other  son  of  said  Loomer,  viz :-Samuelc  appeared 
at  the  court  and  deposed  that  "the  homestead  might  be  let  orn  to 
him  for  as  much  as  it  cannot  be  divided  among  the  children  . 
without  prejudice  to  or  spoiling  it"  *  *  *  "Upon  consideration 
of  the  whole  matter,  this  Court  proceeded  to  make distribution 
of  the  said  Loomer’s  estate  as  follows,  viz;-  To  the  said  Mrs. 
Abell,  who  was  widow  and  relict  of  the  deceased,  one  third  par 
of  the  real  estate  during  her  life,  being  16  pounds ,  13s  ^d  and 
one  third  of  the  personal  estate  forever,  being  31  pounds, 

Od?  To  Samuel  whom  the  Court  thinks  to  be  the  only  son  surviving, 
a  double  portion,  being  38  pounds,  15s  ^d,  and  to  the  three 
daughters  19  pounds,  7s  9d  a  piece,  and  this  Court  ao  oraei  the 
homestead  to  Samuel  excepting  the  widow  s  part.  JSr.  Joshua 
Hempstead,  Robert  Lattamore  and  Mr,  Jonas  Green  OxN.w^ondon 
were  appointed  to  appraise  the  estate  and  Qivide  it  accorai  g 
to  the  order  of  distribution.  It  was  ordered  by  the  Court  that 
the  four  children  to  whom  two  thirds  of  the  esta te^was  distributed, 
enter  into  a  bond  of  20d  for  the  son  aud  10a  for  ^ 

daughters  "on  condition  that  if  the  eldest  son  be  livurg  and 
should  ever  return  to  demand  his  portion  of  the  above  esta t*. 
they  will  each  of  them  pay  and  deliver  to  him  then  ^ares  o 
his  part  of  the  estate".  The  Diary  of  Joshua  Hempstead  state. 


"on  Monday,  Dec.  21,  1713?  I  was  at  home  at  work  in  ye  forenoon 
&  in  ye  afternoon  I  was  in  town  ye  dividing  Loomer  estate”. 


On  June  25?  1701,  Mary,  the  widow  of  Stephen  Loomer,  married 
Caleb  Abell?  a  widower?  of  Norwich?  Conn.?  and  soon  afterwards 
removed  with  her  children  to  that  place?-  a  city  on  the  Thames 
River  about  12  miles  north  of  New  London.  Caleb  Abell  and  his 
brothers  Benjamin  and  Joshua?  probably  came  from  Dedham.  They 
were  among  the  earliest  settlers  of  Norwich  and  were  influential 
in  the  government  of  the  town.  Caleb  Abell  was  a  prominent  man 
there?  held  many  town  offices?  and  was* sargent  in  1702.  He  died 
August  7?  1731  at  Norwich.  We  do  not  have  the  date  or  place  of 
the  death  of  Mary  (Miller)  Loonier- Abell ?  but  she  died  after 
Aug.  7?  1731.  From  the  LIST  OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  FIRST  CHURCH  OF 
CHRIST' IN  NEW  LONDON?  CONN.?  it  gives  "Mary  Loomer  admitted  to 
membership  in  1696".  Mr.  Abell  had  eight  children  at  the  time  he 
married  her?  and  they  had  at  least  one  child

Samuel  Loomer,  son  of  Stephen  and  Mary  (Miller)  Loomer, 
was  born  at  New  London,  Conn,  in  1692.  Upon  his  mother's 
marriage  to  Caleb  Abell  in  1701,  she  and  her  family  removed  to 
Norwich,  Conn.  -  the  home  of  Mr.  Abell.  On  June  14,  1709  Samuel 
Loomer , -being  then  but  seventeen  years  of  age  -  appeared  in  Court 
and  chose  Mr.  James  Huntington  of  Norwich  as  his  guardian.  Mr. 
Huntington  accepted  the  trust  and  gave  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  30 
pounds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  letters 
of  guardianship  were  issued  to  him.  On  May  22,  1718  Samuel 
Loomer  married  at  Norwich,  Anna  Morgan,  a  daughter  of  Joseph 
and  Dorothy  (Parke)  Morgan  of  Preston,  Conn.  She  was  born  Dec. 
16,  1697*  At  the  time  of  his  father's  death,  Samuel  Loomer  was 
considered  by  the  Court  to  be  the  only  surviving  son  and  he  was 
given  a  double  portion  of  his  father's  estate,  including  the 
homestead,  but  subject  to  his  mother's  life  estate. 

He  seems  to  have  prospered.  I  have  not  been  able  to  learn 
when  he  sold  his  property  in  New  London.  He  was  a  real  estate^ 
owner  in  Norwich  prior  to  June  3?  1717  for  on  that  date  he  sold 
to  Jonathan  Pierce  for  II  pounds  and  5s,  nine  and  a  half  acres 
of  land  between  Stony  Creek  and  the  house  of  John  Roath.  On 
December  7,  1723  he  sold  27  acres  on  the  hill  west  of  Joseph  Ems *

7  1733-4  Samuel  Loonier  purchased  of  Joshua  Calkins  in  Norwich  (6g 

acres  in  Norwich)  on  the  hill  above  the  Connecticut  plains  which 
bounded  Mr.  Loomer’s  own  land;  and  again  on  Feb.  12,  1738-9?  he 
bought  of  John  Birchard,  111?  acres  in  Norwich  near  Mr.  Loomer’s 
own  dwellinghous e .  He  lived  in  a  community  called  New  Concord 
northwest  of  the  city  of  New  London  and  in  which  is  now  the  town  of 
Bozrah. 

Without  doubt  he  was  a  religious  man  and  interested  In  the 
Christian  church.  On  May  12,  1739  he  conveyed  to  Capt.  Samuel  Lothrop 
"one  of  said  society  and  to  the  rest",  a  small  piece  of  land  on  the 
east  side  of  the  highway,  opposite  to  his  dweliinghouse ,  ”in 
consideration  of  accomodation  of  ye  society  of  New  Concord  in  said 
Norwich  with  a  convenient  spot  of  land  for  them  to  erect  and  build 
a  meetinghouse  for  the  carrying  on  the  publick  worship  of  God  in 
said  Society."  The  society  still  (1942)  has  a  church  near  that 
spot;  it  is'  now  on  the  west  side  of  the  highway.  It  has  a  placard 
which  reads  "New  Concord  Church" . 

Samuel  Loomer  was  admitted  an  inhabitant  of  the  village  of 
Norwich  by  public  vote  on  Sept  13,  1726;  prior  to  that  time  he  was 
of  the  parish  of  New  Concord.  There  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  he 
changed  his  residence;  the  admission  was  very  likely  because  of  some 
rule  or  change  in  their  town  government. 

After  Mr.  Loomer  passed  the  age  of  65  years,  he  began  to  dispose 
of  his  real  property  but  still  owned  two  farms,  including  his 
dweliinghouse,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  On  April  28,  1757  he  sold 
15  acres  and  100  rods  at  Great  Plains  in  Norwich  to  Gideon  Fetch  for 
85  pounds  and  5s;  the  deed  was  witnessed  by  his  halfbrother  Noah 
Abell.  In  1759,  apparently  his  second  son,  Samuel  owned  land . near 
him  in  New  Concord,  as  on  June  25  of  that  year,  he  sold  to  this  son 
two  tracts  of  land  in  that  community,-  one  containing  67  rods  and 
the  other  114,  and  both  tracts  were  adjacent  to  the  son’s  own  land. 

The  consideration  was  6  pounds  and  15s.  On  April  19?  1765  Samuel 
Loomer  for  love  and  affection  conveyed  to  his  son  John  twelve  acres 
and  121  rods  in  New  Concord;  and  on  the  same  day  he  conveyed . to  his 
son  Ebenezer  for  love  and  affection,  two  acres  and  22  rods  with  a 
dweliinghouse,  near  the  meetinghouse  in  New  Concord.  On  June  11, 

1770  Samuel  Loomer  for  six  pounds  conveyed  to  his  son  Ebenezer  one 
acre  in  New  Concord  near  the  meetinghouse  and  adjacent  to  the  son's 
land.  Then  again  on  March  24,  1783,  for  52  pounds  and  10s  he  sold 
to  his  son  John  7i  acres  in  New  Concord,  being  a  "part  of  the  farm 
I  now  live  on",  adjacent  to  the  son's  land.  Before  the  son  Stephen 
went  to  Nova  Scotia  in  1761,  he  resided  in  New  Concord  and  on  i'eb. 

3  of  that  year  he  sold  to  his  father  for  95  pounds,  two, pieces  of 
land  in  that  parish,  -  one  comprising  his  dweliinghouse  containing 
22  rods  and  the  other  containing  eight  acres  144  rods.  .  One  wonders 
why  the  youngest  son,  Daniel, was  conveyed  no  land  by  his  father. 

Samuel  Loomer  died  in  the  parish  of  New  London  and  town  of  Bozrah, 
Conn,  on  Dec.  9,  17  86.  survived  by  his  widow.  The  date  of  her^death 
is  not  known.  He  left  a  will,  dated  Sept.  1,  17/2;  it  was  admitted 
to  probate  Feb.  7,  1787.  He  bequeathed  to  his  wife,  Anna,  one  tmrd 
of  his  personal  estate  absolutely,  and  devised  to  her  during  her 


life  time,  the  use  of  all  of  his  real  property  except  fifteen  acres, 
devised  to  his  son  Ebenezer,  and  a  like  amount  to  his  daughters  Anne 
and  Mary,  comprising  the  dwellinghouse  and  orchard.  He  devised  one 
acre  to  his  son  Ebenezer  on  the  plain  adjoining  his  land  and  along 
the  highway ,  in  a  convenient  form  to  make  him  equal  with  the  rest  of 
the  children.  He  devised  to  his  daughters  Anne  and  Mary,  fifteen 
acres  with  the  dwellinghouse  and  orchard  where  he  then  lived, 
adjoining  the  highway,  between  the  land  of  his  son  John  and  his 
grandson  Samuel.  He  bequeathed  to  his  daughter  Elizabeth  Perkins- 
the  sum  of  three  pounds  ‘ to  make  her  equal  with  the  rest  of  his 
children.  The  residue  of  his  estate  he  gave  to  his  sons  Stephen, 
Joseph,  John,  Ebenezer  and  Daniel;  his  daughters  Elizabeth,  Anne  and 
Mary;  and  his  grandson  Samuel.  He  named  his  wife  and  his  son  John 
the  executors  of  the  will.  However,  she  "declined  to  serve  on 
account  of  her  great  age";  the  son  qualified  and  letters  of  admini¬ 
stration  were  issued  to  him  the  day  the  will  was  admitted.  On  Nov. 

4,  1788  John  Loomer  as  executor  of  his  father’s  estate  filed  a  report 
showing  that  he  had  paid  allowances  to  the  widow  and  had  a  balance 
of  73  pounds  and  16  shillings  and  9  pence.  The  Court  ordered  the 
sale  of  real  estate  to  make  the  sum  of  44  pounds,  l4s  and  lid,  and 
on  Dec.  2,  1788  he  filed  the  report  of  sale  which  was  approved  Jan. 

2,  1790.  At  that  time  a  division  of  the  estate  was  reported  and ^ 
ordered  recorded.  The  property  belonging  to  the  estate  consisted  of 
62  acres  comprising  the  dwellinghouse  which  was  appraised  ar  3H 
pounds  5s  and  8d ;  and  66  acres,  appraised  at  20  pounds,  12s  and  4d; 
livestock,  grain,  household  equipment,  tools,  clothing,  etc.  The 
value  of  the  whole  estate  was  2.86  pounds,  l4s  8d ;  it  was  appraised 
by  David  Hough  and  Ebenezer  Bachus,  Jan.  28,  1787.

Chapman;  removed  to  Nova  Scotia;  and  died  there  Oct.  17,1790. 

Anna,  born  Jan.  31,  1723-^  snd  died  unmarried  in  1802.  She 
left  a  will  in  which  she  made  a  bequest  to  her  niece  Edna 
Loomer,  a  daughter  of  Ebenezer  Loomer  and  devised  her  one- 
third  of  her  real  estate.  She  devised  real  estate,  also 
to  her  brothers  Ebenezer  and  Daniel  and  her  sisters  Elizabeth 
Perkins,  and  Mary  Whiting. 

Samuel,  born  Feb.  7,  1726;  married  Sept.  14 ,  1749,  Zerviah 
Johnson,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Jemima  Johnson  of  Norwich; 
who  was  born  July  26,  1728.  Samuel  died  in  1/61,  prooably 
in  August.  On  August  20,  1761  letters  of  administration 
upon  his  estate  were  granted  to  his  widow,  Zerviah  Loomer, 
who  filed  an  inventory  of  the  estate  Sept.  29,  1761. . 
Apparently,  he  had  but  one  child,-  a  son  Samuel..  This  son 
was  born  at  Norwich, April  80  1751;  was  oaptized  in  the  Bozrah 
church,  Oct.  11,  1753  by  Mri  Gesett;  and  was  a  soldier  in  tne 
Revolutionary  War. 


The  widow,  Zerviah  Loomer,  married  June  6,  1764,  John  Polly  of* 
Lebanon.  Prior  to  Sept.  26,  1776,  evidently  his  wife  had  resigned 
os  administratrix  of  the  Samuel  Locmer  estate  and  he,-  John  Polly  - 
was  appointed  in  her  stead.  On  that  date  he  filed  another  inventory 
which  was  approved  Dec.  16 ,  1776.  On  May  5?  1778  he  made  application 
to  the  court  on  behalf  of  his  wife,  asking  that  her  third  be. set  off 
to  her,  and  the  court  have  her  one-third  of  the  Samuel  Loomer  estate 
including  a  third  of  the  dwellinghouse  which  included  the  southwest 
room  and  the  cellar  beneath,  with  liberty  to  pass  and  repass  through 
the  south  room  and  to  and  from  the  well  to  draw  water,  and  to  bake 
in  the  oven. 

5.  Joseph,  born  Oct.  7?  1728;  married,  Dec,  20,  1759?  Lucy  House, 
was  in  the  French  and  Indian  War,  also  a  surgeon  in  the  Rev¬ 
olutionary  War;  resided  at  Pittsfield,  Berkshire  Co.,  Mass.; 
and  died  there  Oct.  3-1?  1778.  He  had  six  children.  His 
three  oldest  sons,  Charles,  Joseph  and  Frederick,  were 
soldiers  in  the  Revolution. 

6.  John,  born  April  16 ,  1731?  served  in  the  French  and  Indian 
War ,  and  died  at  Bozrah  in  March  1790.  Probably  he  never 
married.  On  March  10,  1790,  Andrew  Huntington  was  appointed 
administrator  of  his  estate  and  Daniel  Loomer  of  Hebron  and 
Caleb  Whiting  of  Bozrah  were  sureties  on  his  500  pound  bond. 
The  inventory  of  his  estate  was  made  March  12,  1790  and 
approved  May  6,  1790.  The  court  records  show  that  John 
Loomer  "promised  while  living  that  his  nephew  John  Loomer, 
son  of  Daniel,  should  have  a  good  present  out  of  his  estate 
for  his  name  and  to  remember  his  uncle  by";  and  on  May  4, 

1790,  Elizabeth  Perkins,  Anna  Loomer,  Mary  Whiting  and 
Ebenezer  Loomer,  his  heirs  "do  agree  that  one  two  year  old 
heifer  prized  at  55 s  should  be  the  above  present"  and  the 
administrator  was  instructed  to  "proceed  accordingly".  The 
real  estate  of  the  decedent  was  divided  among  his  two 
brothers  and  two  sisters,  Jan.  9?  1792. 

7.  Mary,  born  March  26,  1734  and  married  March  26,  1789?  Caleb 
Whiting,  son  of  William  and  Anna  Whiting,  as  his  second 
wife.  Caleb  Whiting  was  born  July  11,  1729?  married  first, 
March  8,  1756,  Lois  Lyon,  and  they  had  seven  children. 

Caleb  Whiting  died  March  l8l4,  as  his  will  was  probated 
April  6,  l8l4 ,  he  left  property  to  his  wife  Mary,  and  to 
the  children  by  his  first  wife. 

Mary  Whiting  probably  died  Dec.  I8l4  as  proceedings  on 
her  estate  were  started  Dec.  13?  1814.  Asa  Fitch  was  the 
administrator  of  her  estate.  The  inventory  taken  Dec.  20, 
l8l4,  showed  property  amounting  to  $734.84.  The  Court, 
held  at  Norwich,  Conn.,  divided  her  estate  Nov.  13?  1815? 
and  the  property,  real  and  personal,  was  given . to  her 
brothers  and  sisters.  Elizabeth  Perkins  was  given  5  acres 
of  land.  The  brothers  Daniel,  Stephen,  Ebenezer  and  Joseph 
were  given  real  estate  amounting  to  $116.78  and  money  around 
$20.00.  Elizabeth  was  also  given  $20.00.  Ebenezer  Loomer, 
Asa  Fitch,  and  Zackariah  Huntington,  gave  bond  of  $500.00 
in  the  Mary  Whiting  estate  on  Dec.  13?  1814.

142.  Stephen  boomer. 

Stephen  Loomer,  son  of  Samuel  and  Anna  (Morgan)  boomer,  was  born  [ 
May  4,  1721  in  the  parish  of  New  Concord  and  town  of  Bozrah,  New  » 

London  County,  Conn.  On  Oct.  11?  1749  he  married  Hannah  Chapman,  a 
daughter  of  Jonathan  and  Hannah  (Bailey)  Chapman,  at  Norwich.  She 
v/ as  born  Oct.  11,  1725.  They  resided  in  Bozrah  until  their  removal 
to  Nova  Scotia,  probably  in  1761. 

After  the  Acadians  were  expelled  from  the  land  of  Evangeline  in 
1755?  the  governor  of  Nova  Scotia  issued  proclamations  at  various 
times  describing  the  vacated  lands  and  inviting  settlers.  A 
proclamation  issued  in  1759  provided  that  townships  should  consist 
of  100, 000 acres  and  be  about  twelve  miles  square,  and  that  "100  acres 
of  wild  land  will  be  allowed  to  every  person  being  master  or  mistress 
of  a  family  for  himself  or  herself,  and  50  acres  for  every  white  or 
black  man,  woman  or  child  of  which  such  persons  family  shall  consist 
at  the  actual  time  of  making  the  grant,  subject  to  the  payment  of  a 
quit  rent  of  one  shilling  per  annum  for  every  50  acres."  The  grantees 
were  obliged  to  plant,  improve  or  enclose  one  third  of  their  land 
in  ten  years,  another  third  in  twenty  years,  and  the  remainder  in 
thirty  years  from  the  date  of  their  grants.  No  person  could  possess 
more  than  1000  acres.  In  response  to  those  proclamations  a  large 
number  of  people  from  New  England,  mostly  from  Connecticut  and 
Rhode  Island  investigated  the  land,  emigrated  to  Acadia,  and  became 
the  possessors  of  the  fertile  farms.  They  were  conveyed  to  the 
shores  of  Minas  Basin  in  a  fleet  of  22  vessels,  attended  by  a  brig 
of  war,  a^nd  arrived  near  Town  Plot  (Port  Williams)  in  what  is  now 
Cornwallis  township,  June  4,  1760.  Among  the  settlers  of  the  town¬ 
ship  who  arrived  at  that  time  or  a  little  later  were  Stephen  Loomer, 
Peter  Pineo,  John  Sweet,  Stephen  Chase,  Joseph  Chase,  Caleb  Rand, 

John  Rand,  Simeon  Newcomb,  Samuel  Bentley  and  Benj .  Sanford. 


The  township  of  Cornwallis  was  granted  in  bulk  by  the  English 
government  to  fifty-six  proprietors.  They  caused  it  to  be  surveyed 
into  parcels  and  then  divided  the  parcels  among  themselves  by 
drawing  lots.  The  land  to  which  each  proprietor  thus  became 
entitled  is  recorded  in  the  LARGE  LAYOUT  BOOK  in  the  office  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds  at  Kentville ,  Kings  County,  Nova  Scotia.  Stephen 
Loomer  was  one  of  these  proprietors,  and  on  page  527  of  that  book 
it  is  stated  that  Stephen  Lumer  was  entitled  to  one  share.  His 
divisions  of  the  land  are  as  follows 


1st.  The  half  acre  lot  in  the  compact  part  of  the  town  known  by 
Letter  B  fourth  Division  No.  12. 


2nd.  Said  Lumer * s  ten  acre  lot  is  laid  out  adjoining  to  his  Farm 
lot  and  is  mentioned  in  that  return. 

3rd.  The  lot  Letter  I  Number  37  in  the  Bowing  Dike  contains 
about  6  acres  *  *  *  and  draughted  by  Stephen  Loomer  is  bounded  on 
the  east  by  the  highway  that  leads  to  the  island  and  on  the  south  by 
No.  23;  and  from  the  northwest  corner  of  said  lot,  thence  north  28 

rods  to  the  stake  marked  37  &  38,  thence  east  to  the  highway, 

4th.  The  lot  No.  9?  in  the  undivided  land  was  laid  out  to 
Stephen  Loomer  &  including  of  the  giving  said  land  that  is  laid  out 

to  said  Lot  &  said  Lumer 1 s  10  acre  lot  &  a  highway  four  rods  wide 

acrost  said  lot.  It  contains  about  60  acres  *  *  *  and  is  bounded 
thus:  beginning  at  a  stake  at  the  north  side  of  the  salt  marsh  that 
is  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  Habitant  &  east  of  NathTm  Curties 
farm'-'&J  from  the’ stake  runs  S.  13  degrees  east  54  rods  by  the  marsh 
then  S,  18  degrees  West  24  rods  by  ditto,  then  south  10|r  rods  by 
ditto,  then  south  48  degrees  7  rods  by  ditto,  then  south  70  degrees 
east  73  rods  by  ditto,  then  north  145  rods,  then  west  80  rods  and 
then  south  30  rods  to  the  first  bound  and  this  we  make  as  our  return 
of  the  above  mentioned  lots  of  land,  etc."  Wm.  Newcomb  was  the 
surveyor  of  the  farm  lot  and  Wm.  Tupper  of  the  other  lots.  John 
Stedman,  John  Newcomb  and  Stephen  Strong  composed  the  Committee. 


It  is  not  known  whether  Stephen  Loomer  went  with  the  fleet  in 
1760  and  later  sold  his  property  at  Norwich  or  whether  he  went  to 
Nova  Scotia  in  1761.  On  Jan.  30,  1761,  he  sold  for  51  pounds  nine 
acres  and  144  rods  in  New  Concord  to  Simeon  Gager.  The  deed  recites 
that  this  land  was  in  the  northerly  part  of  the  farm  upon  which 
Stephen  Loomer  then  lived  and  was  adjacent  to  land  of  his  brother 
Samuel.  On  the  same  day  Stephen  Loomer  for  99  pounds  conveyed  two 
tracts  of  land  in  New  Concord,  containing  nine  acres  six  rods  to 
Samuel  Loomer.  This  Samuel  was  probably  his  father.  On  one  of  these 
tracts,  containing  22  rods,  was  located  the  grantor’s  dwelling. 

It  is  probable  that  Stephen  Loomer  went  with  the  fleet  in  1760, 
investigated  the  land  and  decided  to  migrate  to  Acadia,  returned  to 
Norwich,  sold  his  belongings,  and  then  returned  with  his  family  to 
the  Evangeline  country.  None  of  his  brothers  and  sisters  removed 
to  that  land. 


The  records  of  the  New  Concord  church  at  Bozrah  show  that 
Hannah  Loomer,  wife  of  Stephen,  owned  the  covenant  on  Jan.  24,  1760, 
and  that  their  children  Phebe,  Jonathan,  Hannah,  Esther,  Simeon  and 


Levi,  -  being  all  at  that  time--  were  baptized  March  16,  1760.  This 
indicates  that  they  were  contemplating  going  with  the  fleet.  The 
son  Stephen  is  said  to  have  been  born  at  Norwich,  June  4,  I76O5  there 
is  no  further  record  of  him.  One  wonders  whether  he  died  on  the 
voyage,  and  then  the  next  and  last  son  was  named  for  him. 

Stephen  boomer’s  wife. died  June  27,  1778  and  he,  Oct.  17,  1790; 
and  both  of  them  were  buried  in  the  Upper  Pereaux  cemetery.  There 
are  no. stones  at  their  graves  bearing  their  names.  The  first  seven 
of  their .children  were  born  in  Norwich,  Conn,  and  the  last  two  at 
Cornwallis ,  N.  S.  On  July  13,  1790,  while  living  on  his  farm  at 
Habitant  in  Cornwallis,  Stephen  Loomer  made  his  last  will.  It  was 
admitted  to  probate  in. the  Probate  Court  at  Kentville,  Kings  County, 
on  Oct.  18,  1790.  In  it  he  describes  himself  as  a  yeoman  and  states 
that  he  is  aged  and  some  infirm  in  body.  He  devises  to  his  son 
Jonathan  a  tract  of  upland  on  the  west  side  of  his  farm  on  which  he 
then  dwelt  at  Habitant,  36  rods  wide  running  from  the  main  highway 
northward  to  the  north  end  of  his  farm.  To  his  son  Stephen,  he  de¬ 
vised  35  acres  of  upland  off  the  upper  part  of  his  farm  and  on  the 
east  side  of  Jonathan's  land.  To  his  sons  Simeon  and  Levi  he  gives 
another  portion  of  the  farm.  To  his  three  sons  Simeon,  Levi,  and 
Stephen  he  devised  35  acres  of  his  farm,  all  of  his  salt  marsh  lying 
at  the  foot,  or  south  end  of  his  farm,  and  100  acres  of  his  mountain 
land.  The  rest  of  the  mountain  land,  -200  acres  -  he  devised  to  his 
four  daughters,  -  Phebe  Jackson,  Hannah  Pineo,  Esther  West  and  Mary 
Babcock,  in  equal  shares.  The  residue  of  his  estate  he  divided 
equally  among  his  children. 

The  children  of  Stephen  and  Hannah  (Chapman)  Loomer  were: 

1.  Phebe,  born  Sept.  22,  1750;  married  in  Cornwallis,  June  6„ 
1775,  Joseph  Jackson,  son  of  Thomas  and  Ann  Jackson;  and  had 
least  six  children. 

*2.  JONATHAN,  born  June  16 ,  1752;  married  1st,  Feb.  8,  1776,  Mary 
Sanford,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Amelia  (Bentley)  Sanford, 
who  died  Dec.  19,  1826;  married  2nd,  Elizabeth  Sanford, 
sister  of  Mary,  around  June  15,  1827;  and  died  Feb.  5, '1838. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  Mary  are  buried  in  the  Upper  Pereaux

Eber  Loomer  was  first  heard  of  as  a  student  in 
delegate^ froifthe^Court1  Street  Baptist  Church  to  the  Oneida  Baptist 


Association.  He  was  again  a  delegate  in  1 857 9  and  1858,  from  the 
same  church.  In  i860  he  was  ordained  (having  been  licensed  to  preach 
the  year  before)  and  accepted  a  part  time  pastorate  at  Steuben,  N.  Y., 
and  seemed  to  have  been  quite  successful  there.  He  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth,  mortgaged  3  acres  of  land  for  $300.  in  1862.  He  was 
naturalized  Nov.  18,  1856,  and  his  papers  are  in  the  Utica  court . 
house.  They  show  that  he  lived  in  Rome,  and  came  from  Nova  Scotia. 
From  i860  to  1869  be  was  pastor  at  Russia,  N.  Y.,  and  during  1868 
and  1869 ?  he  was  pastor  part  time  at  South  Trenton,  and  North  Deer¬ 
field,  as  well.  The  minutes  of  the  Mohawk  RiVer  Baptist  Association 
for  1870  records  that  "Rev.  E.  Loomer  after  10  years  of  labor  among 
us  has  gone  to  the  far  west."

In  March,  1812,  when  not  yet 
25  years  old,  and  still  unmarried,  he  bought  100  acres  on  the  south 
side  of  North  Mountain,  in  Cornwallis  Township  at  Pleasant  Valley, 
near  the  towns  of  Berwick  and  Somerset.  It  is  about  fifteen  miles 
west  of  the  community  where  he  was  raised  at  Upper  Pereaux,  Fifty 
acres  of  this  land  he  bought  of  John  Bigelow,  Mar.  4,  1812 ,  for  25 
pounds.  It  is  described  as  beginning  at  the  S.  E,  corner  of  the 
grantor’s  farm,  thence  west  125  rods  and  thence  north  by  land  sold 
to  Loomer  by  Alfred  Skinner,  64  rods,  thence  east  by  the  grantor's 
farm,  125  rods,  and  thence  south  64  rds.  to  beginning.  The  other 
50  acres  he  bought  of  Alfred  Skinner,  Mar.  9?  1812,  for  25  pounds. 
This  land  laid  just  west  of  the  land  he  purchased  of  Bigelow  and  was 
121  rods  east  and  west  and  66-g-  rods  north  and  south.  It  was  bounded 
on  the  east  by  the  land  he  got  of  Bigelow,  on  the  west  by  land  of 
Jonathan  Parker,  on  the  north  by  land  of  John  Skinner,  and  on  the 
south  by  land  of  Samuel  Sanford. 

He  married  Nov.  20,  l8l6 ,  Eunice  Jess,  daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Sarah  (Sweet)  Jess,  of  Scots  Bay,  N.  S.  She  was  born  Sept.  28,  1800. 
He  and  his  wife  lived  on  their  100  acre  farm  in  Pleasant  Valley  for 
about  twenty-four  years,  and  raised  their  family  there. .  Prior  to 
1840  his  brothers,  -  Samuel,  Jonathan  and  Stephen  had  migrated  from 
Nova  Scotia  to  Wisconsin.  Evidently  they  were  pleased  with  their . 
new  homes  and  he  decided  to  join  them.  On  Apr. 2,  1840,  he  sold  his 
farm  to  John  Martin  for  300  pounds,  and  he  and  his  family  moved  to 
V/alworth  County,  Wisconsin.  Before  moving  to  the  U.  S.  A.  Benjamin 
Loomer  had  a  sale  of  his  personal  property  which  amounted  to  111 
pounds,  8  penes  and  11-g-  shillings.  Among  the  things  sold  were  a 
lantern,  2  earthen  milk  pails,  1  churn,  hardwood  table,  stand,  3 
Windsor  chairs,  bureau,  mortar  and  pestal,  bedsteads,  jug  and  bottles 
oats,  rye,  hay,  wheat,  buckwheat,  potatoes,  yoke  and  bowl,  plough, 
-wagon,  harrow,  sleigh,  bridles,  pigs,  cows,  heifer,  1  yoke  yearling 
Lull,  steers,  colt,  horse,  sheep,  etc. 

In  the  spring  of  l84l  Benjamin  Loomer  and  family  sailed  from  Nova 
Scotia  and  reached  Boston,  Mass,  after  twenty-one  days  against 


land  four  or  five  miles  north  of  Oswego,  Kansas.  They  had 
three  children,  -  Charles,  William  and  Janette  (Kingman). 
Sarah  and  her  sister  Matilda  were  very  good  seamstresses  and 
very  clever  at  making  all  kinds  of  fancy  work.

So  until  I  got  the  address  of  Mrs.  Leslie  Bailey,  of  Wollaston,  Mass., 
who  is  a  great  granddau.  of  David,  I  did  not  know  number  of  children 
or  order  of  their  birth,  nor  names  of  all  of  them.  I  had  been  trying 
for  years  to  find  where  the  David  and  wf.  Mary  Allen,  who  are  bur.  in 
Advocate  Cem.  belonged,  but  none  that  I  contacted  seemed  to  know. 

The  copy  from  her  this  week  has  cleared  up  many  problems. 

David  Loomer,  9th  child  of  Stephen  and  Catherine  (Rand)  Loonier, 
was  b.  in  N.  S.  Oct.  3  3,  1788.

Mr.  Loomer  is  celebrating  his  91st  birthday  today.  G.  S.  Looraer 
of  St.  Charles  township,  who  has  reached  his  91st  milestone  of  life's 
journey,  was  born  in.  New  York  state,  June  2 75  1823,  near  the  point 
where  the  states  of  Vermont  and  Mass*  meet  the  N.  Y.  state  line.  At 
the  age  of  two  years  the  family  removed  to  Chautauqua  County  where 
they  lived  for  fourteen  years,  near  the  town  of  Fredonia ,  which  is 
about  three  miles  from  Dunkirk. 

In  1837  the  family  came  to  Illinois,  settling  in  Belvidere, 
where  they  remained  some  three  years,  returning  to  N.  Y.  in  1840.  A 
few  years  thereafter  with  the  family  of  his  father,  Mr.  Loomer  came 
to  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  remained  near  the  town  of  Willoughby,  for 
a  period  of  four  or  five  years,  during  which  time  he  learned  the 
miller's  trade.  The  winter  of  1843  he  spent  with  his  half-brother 
in  Natches,  Miss.  In  the  spring  of  1844,  he  came  to  Ohio,  and  later 
again  returned  to  Illinois,  where  he  worked  at  his  trade  of  miller. 

The  years  of  1851  to  1859  were  spent  in  Mayville  and  Baraboo,  Wis., 
and  later  he  went  to  Sparta,  where  he  served  three  years  as  town 
clerk,  during  all  of  which  time  he  was  employed  as  miller. 

In  the  fall  of  1857  he  returned  to  Illinois  and  the  following 
year  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Nancy  D.  Harvey  at  Rockton,  Ill. , 
and  the  bride  of  his  manhood  is  his  companion  today,  in  the  observance 
of  the  rites  incident  to  the  celebration  of  his  91st  birthday  anniver¬ 
sary. 

As  a  part  of  the  duties  incident  to  citizenship  of  the  state  of 
Wis.  ,  he  voted  for  the  constitution  when  that  commonwealth  entered 
the  Union.  In  1864  he  came  to  Iowa  with  his  wife  and  family,  and 
settled  in  Nashua,  coming  overland  from  Waterloo,  the  then  terminous 
of  the  railway.  During  the  first  three  months  of  his  residence  at 
Nashua,  he  worked  as  miller  for  S.  P.  Greeley,  but  was  compelled  to 
abandon  the  trade  because  of  dust  injuring  his  eyes.  During  the 
following  summer  he  farmed  west  of  Nashua,  then  he  moved  to  his 
brother-in-law's  place  in  St.  Charles  Township,  on  the  site  where 
Schoolhouse  No.  11  now  stands.  In  the  spring  of  l88l  Mr.  Loomer 
bought  30  acres  of  land  of  A.  W.  Cook,  onto  which  he  moved  a  log 
house  to  this  acreage  he  has  since  added  until  he  now  owns  80  acres 
•of  good  tillable  land,  which  was  largely  brush  and  timber  when  he 
purchased  it. 

In  1884  (wrong  date)  his  mother  died  in  Rockton,  Ill.  and  two 
years  later  his  father  joined  her,  both  living  to  the  ripe  old  age 
of  87. (Wrong  date)  His  father's  family  consisted  of  9  children,  all 
of  whom  have  passed  to  the  great  beyond  except  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

Mr.  Loomer  never  made  a  business  of  farming,  but  worked  at 
several  trades  during  his  mature  manhood,  his  early  life  being  spent 
in  the  milling  trade.  During  his  residence  in  and  about  Nashua,  he 
worked  at  blacksmi thing ,  and  later  followed  carpentering.  During 
his  service  as  a  miller,  he  contacted  catarrh  and  asthma,  which 
forced  him  to  leave  Ill.,  but  during  his  residence  in  Iowa,  he  has

been  free  from  these  diseases. 

His  wife  who  has  been  with  him  during  56  years  of  married  life, 
was  born  in  Canada,  but  came  to  this  country  at  an  early  age, 
settling  at  Shirland,  Ill.,  and  as  a  young  woman  worked  in  the  paper 
mills  at  Rockton,  Ill. , where  she  was  later  united  in  marriage  to  the^ 
subject  of  this  sketch  and  if  they  live  together  until  Sept.  15?  1914, 
they  have  been  married  56  years.  Mrs.  boomer  has  outlived  all  her 
brothers  and  sisters  but  one,  -  Joe  Harvey,  who  resides  at  Durand, 

Ill. 


In  closing  this  brief  history  of  a  long  and  useful  life,  the 
’’Intelligencer"  desires  to  extend  congratulations  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
boomer,  and  express  the  hope  that  both  may  live  to  see  many  more 
birthdays.  The  picture  this  sketch  accompanies  was  taken  but  a  few 
weeks  ago,  and  presents  them  as  they  are  at  this  time.

They  finally  turned 
Spiritualists  and  built  a  nice  little  house  on  his  farm  near  Archer, 
Fla. 

In  1885  or  1886  he  had  a  drugstore  in  Summertown,  Tenn.  The  son 
Newman,  was  then  doing  carpenter  work.  He  had  a  nerve  trouble,  causing 
him  to  jerk. 

They  went  from  Florida,  to  Oswego,  K an.  arrived  in  Oswego  May  26, 
1878.  On  June  7,  1878  her  mother  Eunice  Loomer  died.  They  had  lived  in 
Kansas  previous  to  this  for  in  Spring  of  1865  they  left  Kansas.  The 
children  caught  measles  on  the  way,  caught  cold  and  Eunice  died.  They 
came  back  to  Wis.  to  be  near  Joseph  Deans'  father,  as  it  was  his  wish 
for  them  to  stay  near  him  until  he  died.

Benjamin  Philip  Loomer 9  the  second  son  and  fourth  child  of 
Benjamin  Loomer  and  Eunice  ( Jess )Loomer ,  was  born  Oct.  5?  1826,  in 
the  town  (township)  of  Cornwallis,  Kings  County,  Nova  Scotia,  in  a 
community  known  as  Pleasant  Valley.  Here  he  lived  until  the  Spring 
of  l84l  when  he  came  with  his  parents,  sisters  and  brothers  to 
Walworth  County,  Wisconsin  and  lived  in  the  town  (township)  of 
Richmond. 

In  the  year  1850  Moses  Cass  of  Sanbornton,  N.  H.  moved  to 
Wisconsin  with  his  family,  and  tradition  is  that  Philip  Loomer  met 
the  Cass  girls  in  a  hotel  at  Millard,  Wis.  where  they  were  braiding 
hats,  one  of  which  he  bought. 

On  March  24,  l85l?  he  married  Mary  Ann  Cass,  daughter  of  Moses 
Flanders  and  Nancy  Ann  (Smith)  Cass.  They  were  married  by  J.  H. 

Dudley,  pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Sugar  Creek  in  the  presence 
of  Jessie  R.  Kinney  and  wife,  Allen  Loomer,  Adelaid  Loomer,  B.  Maria 
Dudley  and  others,  (The  marriage  record  at  Elkhorn,  W is.  gave  the 
date  as  Mar.  23,  but  he  always  said  the  24th.)  He  then  went  to  live 
in  the  town  of  Sugar  Creek. 

The  pastor*s  marriage  record  is  now  (Aug.  1932)  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds,  at  Elkhorn,  Wis.,  and  reads  as 
follows s- 

April  14,  1851 
Elkhorn  March  23,  1851 

This  certifies  that  Ben j .  Philip  Loomer  of  the  county  of  Wal¬ 
worth  and  State  of  Wisconsin  and  Marianna  Cass  of  the  same  county  and 
state  were  joined  in  Matrimony  by  me  at  Sugar  Creek,  State  of 
Wisconsin  on  the  23rd  day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Eighteen 
Hundred  &  fifty  one;  and  in  the  presence  of  Jessie  R.  Kinney  and  wife, 
Allen  Loomer,  Adelaid  Loomer,  B.  Maria  Dudley  and  others.  All  of 
county  Walworth,  Wis.  The  par. ties  having  been  previously  under  oath 
examined  by  me  and  I  finding  no  legal  impediment  thereto. 

Given  under  my  hand  J.  H.  Dudley,  Pastor  Bap.  Ch. , 

A  copy  of  my  credentials  of  Sugar  Creek,  Walworth 

ordination  is  filed  in  the  Clerk's  Co.,  Wisconsin 

Office  of  Walworth  Co.,  Wis. 

On  July  24,  1848,  Benjamin  Philip  Loomer  purchased  of  his  brother 
Joseph  Henry  and  wife,  Betsey  T.,  25  acres  off  the  west  side  of  the 
NE-£  SWt  Sec.  14,  Twp.  3,  Rge.  15?  in  Walworth  County,  Wis.  On  March 
4,  1852  he,  as  Philip  Loomer,  purchased  of  the  same  brother  and  wife, 
all  that  part  of  the  NW+  Sec.  3,  Twp.  3?  Rge.  16 ,  which  lies  north 
of  the  United  States  road  running  east  and  west  through  lot, 
containing  about  74  acres.  (See  deed  recorded  March  4,  1853  at  page 
175  in  Vol.  16  of  Deeds.)  At  that  time  Joseph  Henry  Loomer  was  of 
Marquette  County,  Wisconsin,  and  Philip  Loomer  of  Walworth  County, 
About  that  time  Benjamin  Philip  Loomer  dropped  the  first  name 
Benjamin  and  used  only  the  Christian  name  Philip. 

In  1854  Philip  Loomer  removed  to  Columbia  County,  Wisconsin, 
where  his  father-in-law,  Moses  Cass,  had  gone  sometime  before.  On 
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?fay  22,  1854,  he  purchased  of  Josiab  Arnold  of  Portage,  V/ is.,  the 
NEt  MEt  of  Sec.  3,  in  Twp.  13,  Rge.  10  in  Columbia  County,  for  $15.00 
an' acre.  (See  deed  recorded  May  25,  1854,  in  Vol.  11  pg.  9 5,  Deed 
Records.)  Ten  years  later,  —  May  30,  1864,  he  purchased  of  Peter 
Cockroft  and  wife,  Sarah,  120  acres  in  section  2  of  the  same  township, 
the  E-2-  NWi  and  SWf-  NWi,  Tor  $675.00.  (See  deed  recorded  May  30,  1864, 
in  Book  "38”  pg.  28l  of  Deeds.)  Then  on  Sept.  1,  1866,  he  bought 
of  Harry  Smith  and  wife,  Zillah,  22i  acres  of  the  NWi  NWi  of  said  2. 

AH  of  this  land  he  retained  until  he  and  his  family  moved  to  Iowa. 

Mary  Ann  Cass,  -  the  first  wife  of  Philip  Loomer  -  was  born  Nov. 
22,  1831  in  the  town  of  Sanbornton,  Belnap  County,  New  Hampshire, 
about  7i  miles  northeast  of  the  city  of  Franklin.  In  1850,  she  with 
her  parents,  sisters  and  brothers,  moved  to  Wisconsin.  After  her 
marriage  to  Mr.  Loomer  she  lived  for  about  three  years  in  Walworth 
county;  they  then  removed  to  Columbia  county  and  resided  on  their 
farm  there  about  12  miles  from  Portage  and  7i  miles  from  Pardeeville. 
The  north  line  of  the  county  ran  in  front  of  their  house,  which 
faced  north,  and  Marquette  county  was  just  across  the  road.  Mrs. 
Loomer  died  there  of  diphtheria ,  Oct.  17?  1863,  and  is  buried  in  the 
Comstock  cemetery  near  by. 

On  March  13,  1864,  Mr •  Loomer  married  Lucretia  Smith  Cass,  a 
sister  of  his  first  wife,  at  the  home  of  her  widowed  mother,  Nancy 
Ann  Cass,  in  Marcellon  Township  of  Columbia  county,  They  were 
married  by  Rev.  I.  B.  Bachman,  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  at  Portage  City,  W is.  The  pastor’s  return  now  (August,  1932) 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  at  Portage,  Wis., 
shows  that  Philip  Loomer,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Eunice  Loomer,  a  farmer 
residing  in  Marcellon,  Columbia  Co.,  Wis.  and  born  in  Nova  Scotia, 
was  married  March  13?  1864  to  Lucretia  Smith  Cass,  daughter  of  Moses 
F.  and  Nancy  A.  Cass,  of  Marcellon. 

In  December,  1864,  Mr.  Loomer  enlisted  as  a  member  of  Company 
”1”  of  the  44th  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry  of  the  Union  army  and 
served  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  a  member  of  the  James 
Butler  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R.  at  Clarksville,  Iowa. 

On  June  24,  1874  he  bought  of  W.  A.  Rice  160  acres  of  land  in 
Butler  County,  Iowa,  and  his  oldest  son  Albert  left  Wisconsin,  came 
to  Iowa,  and  lived  upon  the  farm  until  his  father  came  later.  On 
April  1,  1878  he  purchased  80  acres  more  in  Butler  County  adjoining 
his  farm  on  the  north.  On  April  3?  1878  he  sold  his  farm  in  Wisconsin 
--the  W£  NWi  Sec.  2  and  Ei  NEi  of  Sec.  3?  to  Richard  L,  Meacher  and 
the  Ei  NWi  and  Wi  NEi  of  Sec.  2,  to  Henry  Kearns.  These  farms  were 
in  1932  still  in  the  Meacher  and  Kearns  families.  In  the  spring  01 
1878  Mr.  Loomer  and  his  family  removed  to  their  farm  in  Butler  County, 
Iowa.  This  was  their  home  for  many  years  and  until  he  moved  to  the 
town  of  Clarksville  in  the  same  county.  It  was  owned  by  him  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Loomer  lived  to  be  over  87  years  old  and  died  at  his  home  in 
Clarksville,  Jan.  3,  1914,  where' he  had  moved  in  the  spring  of  1099. 
His  widow  survived  him  but  a  few  weeks,  dying  at  ohe  same  p^ace  march 
1,  1914.  Both  were  buried  on  Lot  3  of  Block  ”U”  in  Lynwood  Cemetery 
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r,t  Clarksville  and  a  beautiful  granite  monument  fitly  marks  their  last 
resting  place.  He  was  a  man  of  large  frame  but  not  portly,  about  5 
ft.  10  inches  tall,  and  weighed  around  170  pounds.  His. hair  was 
brown  until  his  later  years,  but  at  his  death  it  was  white;  his  beard 
a  reddish  brown,  and  his  eyes  a  pale  blue.  He  wore  a  mustache  and 
full  beard.  All  through  his  long  life,  his  health  was  exceptionally 
good  and  he  experienced  almost  no  illness  until  his  last.  His  wife 
Lucre tia  was  a  small  woman,  weighing  around  100  pounds  the  most  of 
her  life;  her  greatest  weight  was  110  pounds  at  the  age  of  11  years. 

Her  hair  was  black,  with  very  little  gray  at  the  time  of  her  death. 

Her  eyes  were  also  black.  She  never  wore  glasses  and  could  see  to 
read  fine  print  as  long  as  she  lived. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Loomer  were  well  educated  and  great  readers, 
and  always  kept  informed  on  the  news  of  the  day.  They  were  members 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Clarksville.  Before  her  marriage, 
she  taught  school  in  Wisconsin,  and  was  versed  on  almost  any  subject. 
She  had  an  ideal  Christian  character  and  was  never  heard  to  speak  a 
word  of  ill  will  of  anyone.  Both  had  read  the  Bible  through  many 
times  and  knew  it  well. 

In  the  HISTORY  OF  BUTLER  COUNTY,  IOWA,  by  Irving  Hart,  Vol.  2, 
pg.  379,  is  found  this  statement  as  to  Philip  Loomer:  "That  honorable 
principles  were  salient  features  in  his  life  is  indicated  in  the 
earnest  support  which  he  always  gave  the  temperance  cause,  and  the 
interest  of  religion.  He  voted  with  the  Prohibition  party  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  his  was  an  earnest 
Christian  life.  He  occupied  a  large,  fine  home  in  Clarksville, 
attractively  located  and  surrounded  with  magnificent  shade  trees. 

Here  he  passed  the  evening  of  his  days  in  quiet  contentment  and  en¬ 
joyed  the  honor  and  respect  of  his  fellow  townsmen,  because  of  his 
well  spent  life,  which  was  indeed  an  example  worthy  of  emulation." 

Philip  Loomer fs  first  wife,  their  son  Charles,  their  daughter 
Ella  J.,  and  Eugene  C.,-  a  son  by  his  second  wife,  -  are  all  buried 
in  the  Comstock  cemetery  in  the  township  of  Marcellon,  Columbia 
County,  Wisconsin.

Addie  Eugenia  Looraer,  the  youngest  child  of  Philip  and  Lucretia 
(Cass)  Looraer,  was  horn  October  23,  i860  on  her  parents  farm  about 
four  miles  east  of  Clarksville,  Butler  County,  Iowa.  She  was  raised 
to  young  womanhood  on  this  farm  and  received  her  early  education  in 
the  school  of  that  community.  She  attended  religious  services  at 
the  nearby  Antioch  church  which  was  demolished  by  a  severe  wind 
storm  March  24,  1945*  She  was  baptized  at  twelve  years  of  age  and 
joined  the  United  Brethren  Society  which  was  holding  services  in 
that  church.  When  that  society  quit  holding  services  at  the  church 
and  the  Methodist  society  took  over,  she  transferred  her  membership 
to  the  Methodist  Church  of  which  she  has  ever  since  been  a  member, - 
first  at  Clarksville  and  later  at  Allison,  ^he  ministers  came  from 
Clarksville  and  held  services  at  Antioch  Sunday  afternoons. 

She  graduated  from  the  Clarksville  High  School  in  the  spring  of 
1899  and  later  took  some  work  at  the  then  Iowa  State  Normal  School 
at  Cedar  Falls,  Iowa.  In  the  fall  of  1898  she  received  a  certificate 
to  teach  in  the  schools  of  her  home  county  but  first  finished  her 
high  school  course  before  doing  so.  She  commenced  teaching  in  the 
fall  of  1899  and  continued  in  that  profession  until  her  marriage.
